year—a big one. We have another this 
year—a smaller one. In short, what we 
see at present Is not so much a peril 
of war as a return of the periodic panic 
which will gradually become th» settled 
mood of international politics. 


ASPECTS ARE SERIOUS. 
' But there are aspects tn this year's 
panic which 
are 
serious. 
The 
most 
threatening fact of all is that the war 
between Turkey and Italy. Instead of 
coming to an early close, is gradually 
spreading throughout Eastern 
Europe. 
Everj- day brings news of the capture of 
a new Turkish Island in the Agean Sea. 
The whole of Europe knows that these 
Islands once captured, are not likely to 
return to their original owners. 
The danger of the situation is shown 
by the statement of the Eclair, that 
Italy and Russia in combination are ask- 
ing for another European conference. 
For that Is another fact of grave im- 
port. Russia has been fishing In troubled 
waters. 
The greatest European griev- 
ance of the Russian government Is the 
fact that although the confinement of 
her merchant shipping to the Black Sea 
by the treaty of Paris (1856), was re- 
moved in 1870. yet the Turkish govern- 
ment can *tlll forbid the movement of 
her warships through the 
Dardanelles. 
The consistent aim of Russia is to open 
the access to the Mediterranean, just as 
it is our aim to keep It closed.

places of the Taft men Roosevelt has won over. It requires 540 
votes to nominate.

''his is not a prediction that there will be a compromise. It

If there was a big commanding Republican in 
the background, some man like Blaine, for example, or any other 
great figure, it would be easier to compromise than it will be, 
provided the plan is tried, for the available man for the third leg 
of the triangle is not easy to find. Not many men of political 
calibre are in sight, nor out of sight.

It is a delicate, difficult, complex situation. And aside from 


Mr. Roosevelt, no commanding figure is on the ground. Instead 
of being led by generals, the opposing forces are led by squads of 
sergeants and corporals.

Is now starting In In earnest on the big 
job and yesterday evening saw the com- 
pletion of 400 feet of the widened south- 
ern portion of the channel.

Grant was a soldier of achievement— 


as is the hero of San Juan Hill. 


Grant's campaign followed a world- 


g-irdling trip, during which he received 
tha welcome and praise of strange sov- 
ereigns and peoples—Roosevelt has but 
lately returned from his African hunt 
and a triumphant tour through Europe. 


THE POPULAR IDOL. 


And Grant was the popular idol of tha 


people—a claim made for Colonel Roose- 
velt by his supporters. 


But not alone are the two campaigns 


similar in these particulars. 
The con- 


struction of the Grant 
ana 
Roosevelt 


campaigns has many points in common, 
for Grant was opposed by Elaine—even 
as Roosevelt is opposed by Taft. 


The fight in the convention hall was 


one of the bitterest ever fought In the 
annals of Republican party history. 


Tha convention convened in Chicago on 


June 2, 1880, with over 10,000 spectators 
lining in the galleries to watch the bat- 
tle royal.

He referred to Grant as a candidate 
"without patronage," without emlisarii'S, 
without committees, without bureaus, 
without- telegraph wires running from 
his house to thi» convention hall, or run- 
ning from

house anywhere. 
His 


speech, however, left Grant weaker in- 
stead of stronger. 


Following Conklln's speech for Grant, 


and airfield's speech for Sherman, the 
name of Blaine was presented by Joy. 
Joy.'s advocacy of Blaine was tame and 
disappointing, beside the masterly ora- 
tions of Conklln 
and 
Oarfleld. 
But 


Blaine's candidates were 
strong 
and 


were firm in their conviction of ultimate 
victory. 


The ballot-log began. 
Three hundred 


and wvtnty-«lght votes were necessary 
for • choice. On ' tha very first ballot 
Grant received 804 votes, while Blains 
was given 284. Shorman got 93. 


Garfield himself got ona vote on the 


second ballot. Blaine lost two votes and 
Grant gained one. And "so the factions 
strugglei on for thirty-three consecutive 
ballots. 


For thirty-three ballots Grant never 


got more than 309 votes, Blaine never 
more than 185, Oarfleld never rose above 
two votes in all. 


OARFIELD NOMINATED. 


The thirty-fourth 
ballot 
began—the 


second week of the convention—and the 
delegates, worn out with the struggle, 
ptayed for a compromise candidate. It 
was here that Garfield began to .display 
strength. H« was indeed tha only log- 
ical compromise candidate, though many 
favored Senator Wlndom of Minnesota. 
His landslide started 
when 
Wlndom's 


delegates met in caucus, a minority de- 
ciding to vote for Garfleld In preference 
to their candidate. 


At the end of the thirty-fourth ballot 


OftrfioH's vote registered 17 lustuod of 
1, Grant got 312 and Blaino 276. Still no 
one had reached the 378 necessary to 
nomination. 


They voted again. 
Thin time Garfield 


Jumped to 60 votes, Grant got 818, and 
Blaine lost 18, falling to 257. The thirty- 
fifth ballot was called and tha storm 
broke. 
The Ilialne column swerved to 


Qarflela almost unanimously, 


• When the votes woro counted It was 
found that Garfteld hod 399 votes in all, 
Grant IDS and Blaln* 42. 


Thu dnrk ho-rc, Garflokl, had won, 
Grant's supporters had stood by him 


with marvelous fidelity. He started with 
•M4 votes, never falling below 302, never 
rose above 31S and ended on the final 
ballot with 306. He had the ablest gal- 
Isucy of leaders that over appeared at a 
national convention in support of any 
on* candidate.

AN FRANCISCO, June 15.—

cream and meringue glace. Somebody ought to 
start a champagne and burgundy fund for the poor 
persecuted dears. 


You may have noticed that no matter how ac- 


cursed and bloodthirsty the murder, the murderer, 
once convicted, becomes a sainted and sweetened 
being. He ought to be elevated to some high posi- 
tion — not by a rope ; oh, mercy, no ! — but by the gift 
of the people, enraptured at his sweet humility. You 
notice we don't hang anybody under the present 
regime. 
A Lot of New Fads Coming Over 


So at the next session of the Legislature the fad- 


dists are going to ask for the abolishment of capital 
punishment so that murder may be treated, as De 
Quincey considered it, as one of the fine arts. Then 
the red slayer's saintliness will increase with each 
well-tooled slaughter. 


And there is also the age of consent, which is to 


be boosted from its present place at 16 years to 21, 
if possible, but to 18, anyhow, making blackmail 
one of our most thriving, infant industries to be 
protected and encouraged., 


There is agitation, tfeb, for a non-partisan Legis- 


lature, just as we are hiving a non-partisan judici- 
ary. And these are merely the beginnings of the 
fads to which the State is' to be subjected. 


"I'm going to start a society for the protection of 


the law-abiding," said an old cynic at the St. Fran- 
cis the other night. "We are the only people for 
whom nobody seems to care a hang. They protect 
and slobber over the criminals who prey upon us, 
and then they practice on us all the fads and- fan- 
cies of legislation. It is high time we got together 
and cried 'Help!' in one mighty voice." 
In the Matter of Hotel Charges 


In many of the eastern cities there is admonition 


to the San Francisco hotel men not to raise their 
charges during the 1915 exposition. You'd think 
those eastern cities never did such a wicked thing. 
But the men who are at or going on to the conven- 
tions in Chicago and Baltimore will have sad tales 
to tell of extortion and bedroom robbery. 


The writer was in Chicago during the convention 


of eight years ago. At the Lexington Hotel, a mile 
or more from the center of activities, he had to pay 
$12 a day for a small room and a bath that he had 
to share with a man in a connecting room, who also 
was charged $12 per. 


But this was mild when compared with St. Louis, 


where the fair and the Democratic convention were 
on at the same time. There, at the Jefferson Hotel, 
two of us were wedged in one small room, with one 
bed, one cot and a bath, and for these meager ac- 
commodations we were charged $36 per day — just 
for a place to sleep and to bathe. Really those east- 
ern cities ought to agitate for low hotel rates in San 
Francisco. 
Plenty of Accommodations for All 


San Francisco is peculiarly a city of hotels. It is 


notable among the cities of the world for its ability 
to accommodate a crowd. 


When Sam G. Blythe, the "Who's Who" man 


and the most famous of Washington correspondents, 
was out here last he remarked: 


"I never have seen a place with so many hotels. 


You can't turn your eyes in any direction without 
being met by hotel signs by the dozens. I am going 
to write an article on San Francisco aa the city of 
iimiUess hotel accommodations." 


And the hotels still are building, still are build- 


ing. By 1915 there will be a solid hotel from Powell 
street to Van Ness avenue and from Market street 
to Sacramento. And It can be said for the San Fran- 
cisco hotel men that they haven't raised their rates 
in the past, no nutter what the strain.

Luxury Aboard Private Train

He covered 6500 miles of rough country in his 


primary fight, which accounts for the auto tire 
expense. In his campaigns, the late Senator Stew- 
art of Nevada would use up ten or twelve horses.

Governor Tasker L. Oddie of Nevada in appoint- 


ing George Wingfield as United States senator, in 
succession to Nixon, has rounded out the former's 
most romantic career, and given the state another 
rich man in the upper house of Congress. Had 
Nixon lived, there is no doubt but what he would 
have aided Wingfield in an effort to get Senator 
Newlands* toga. It is understood they had always 
planned such a coup, and that Newlands was aware 
of the combination. It is certain, therefore, that 
Wingfield has long been ambitions for th*> nolitirnl 
honor he has just attained unexpectedly. He is 
rated as being a millionaire seven or eight times 
over, with an annual income of half a million. In 
business life he has such powerful associates M 
William H. Crocker of this city and the Bernard M. 
Baruch coterie of financiers in New York. In busi-

Two $12,000 baths in his country home in Southern

same authority, who is a skilled artisan in such 
work, says the rich people of California, together 
with easterners having homes in the state, spend 
much money on their bathrooms.

I am in receipt of a copy of Stephen Bonsai's 


biography of General Edward F. Beale, the father 
of Truxtun Beale of this city and San Rafael, Mrs. 
John R. McLean of Washington and Cincinnati and 
Mme. Bakhmeteff, the wife of the Russian ambas- 
sador to the United States. The latter trio in- 
herited from their father four ranches, comprising 
270,800 acres of land, in Southern California, which 
they recently sold to a Los Angeles syndicate. 
Beale, as surveyor-general under President Lincoln, 
ran the forty-fifth parallel west across the country 
to the Pacific ocean, and did other noteworthy work. 
For a time, in this connection, camels imported from 


Egypt were used. They were finally turned adrift 
on the Mojave desert, where some of their descend- 
ants are still to be seen. Apropos of General 
Beale's acquirement of large land holdings in Cal- 
ifornia and his work as surveyor-general, the bio- 
graphy, among other things, has this to say: 


"A witty, though absolutely groundless story, is 


told about Lincoln and General Beale, and the lat- 
ter's great landed possessions. Lincoln is reported 
as saying that he could not reappoint Beale as sur- 
veyor-general because 'he became monarch ol all he 
surveyed.' As a matter of fact, General Beale, to 
the amazement of many of his friends, who have 
since died poor, purchased for cash all the land in 
California of which he died possessed, and the pur- 
chases were made long before he became surveyor- 
general. While Beale only paid 5 cents an acre for 
much of this land, this was 5 cents an acre more 
than most people at the time thought it was worth, 
and it was well known that for years no white man 
could be paid to live on the place during the general's 
frequent absences for fear of marauding Indians and 
white outlaws. General Beale enjoyed the 'survey- 
ing story,' as he called it, as well as anyone else, but 
once said: 'Some day the archives of our country 
will tell why Lincoln made me surveyor-general. It 
had nothing to do with rod or chain, but much to do 
with the metes and bounds of the Union.'" 
The TricRs of Shoplifters 


The veteran detective, a member of San Fran- 


cisco's "finest," smiled dubiously as he read in the 
papers last week a dispatch from Los Angeles that 
Miss Cecilia M. Chappelle, accused of shoplifting, had 
been discharged on her promise not to try to com- 
mit suicide, and because she claimed her stealing 
was due to an injury to her head sustained a year 
before. Talking to himself, as it were, the trained 
and experienced sleuth observed that he never heard 
of either a shoplifter or pickpocket trying to com- 
mit suicide, and that some injury to the head was 
a threadbare excuse with nine out of ten people ac- 
cused of shoplifting. Like the poor and taxes, shop- 
lifters are always on hand, he further commented.

Elliott 
Tyilll. a§recl 14. and Joseph Sullivan, 
iired 13. life-long churns, caused a

result of an unfortunate accident, Ty- 
rill lies at the Central Emergency Hos- 
pital hovering between life and death, 
following an operation by three sur- 
geons, and his playmate is at home, 
hjstc.ic.il and suffering from nervous 


>piostration following three hours of 
unconsciousness. 


Tyrill is the son of the late Corporal 


Jerome Tyril! of the Southern police 
station, while Sullivan's father is Pa- 
trolman Patrick Sullivan, one of the 
best-known members of the depart- 
ment. The families live side by side 
ut S14 and 812 Douglass street, re- 
spectively. The lads were playing this 
afternoon in Sullivan's basement when 
the shooting occurred. Mrs. Sullivan 
had requested her boy to whitewash 
the cellar. 
On a shelf lay a sawed- 


off rifle, which It is believed the boy 
had assembled from pieces of old pis- 
tols. That they had the weapon was 
not known definitely to the parents of 
either, but Sullivan was handling the 
gun when In some manner it was dis- 
charged and struck his friend, the 
bullet going through the right lung 
and emerging at the side under the 
arm. 
At sight of what he had un- 


wittingly done the lad fainted, and as 
his chum was being carried Into the 
ambulance the latter said to Sullivan, 
who was recovering: 


EOT UNCONSCIOUS. 


"Don't feel badly, Joe; I am not 
hurt much." 


Tyrill was rushed to the Mission 
Hospital and Sullivan was taken along 
In charge of a police officer. When 
the Institution was reached it was the 
uninjured lad who demanded most of 
the attention. His hysterics were un- 
controllable and he finally lapsed into 
.unconsciousness, from which he did 
not rally until nearly 8 p. m., when 
•he^ WAS taken home. Tyrill was op- 
erated upon, Ijy his family physician, 
Dr. Butler; Chief Surgeon Weeks and

Surgeon Harder 
of 
the 
Emergency Hospital .service. 
Several days ago Policeman Patrick 
Sullivan, Joe's father, heard a shot 
and saw the two boys In the yard.

A New University forTexas. 


A new institution of learning, richly endowed, will open its 


doors for the admission of students in September. It is the Rice 
Institute at Houston, Texas, which will be a university in fact, 
if not in name. It has been planned on broad lines and has 
abundant funds to equip it and finance its operations. It will 
have by far the largest endowment of any educational institu- 
tion in the Southern States. It will be the seventh most richly 
endowed college in the United States. 


The Rice'Institute is the benefaction of the eccentric million- 


aire who was murdered in New York some years ago by a lawyer 
named Patrick, who claimed the Rice estate under a-forged will. 
Patrick is now serving a life sentence in Sing Sing. The last 
financial statement of the trustees, recently issued, shows that 
the Rice Institute owns property valued at $0,816,000, of which 
upward of $9,000,000 belongs to the endowment fund. The net 
income of this endowment fund exceeds $400,000 annually, and is 
increasing yearly. •,, 


The buildings of the new Institution have been carefully 


planned for their use, and are located on a tract of land 800 acres 
in extent in the suburbs of Houston. This tract is destined to 
be enormously valuable in the course of time, but its chief point 
of interest in the present day is that it offers abundant room for 
future expansion. It will never be necessary to buy more land on 
which to locate buildings, athletic grounds and botanical gardens. 
The necessity for all these things were considered when the 
buildings were planned and located. /• With ample funds at their 
command the trustees provided for future needs. 


The Rice Institute will hold the s»me relation to the Univers- 


ity of Texas that Stanford does to the University of California. 
It will be a privately-endowed and controlled institution for the 
free education of both sexes, and will doubtless have the same 
spirit of generous rivalry which prevails at Berkeley and Palo 
Alto. The State University of Texas does not hold the same 
rank as does the University of California, but it is a flne, grow- 
ing institution nevertheless, and will probably be benefited rather 
than injured by the rivalry the Rice Institute will introduce. It 
is younger than Baylor University, a Baptist institution at 
Waco, or Southwestern University, a Methodist institution at 
Georgetown, but it is larger and better equipped than either, and 
is an honor to the State. Ric« Trutitnt.. n*n» r-jrply «r. insti-

other large university or college in the South. 


Rice Institute was originally planned for a technical school,

Its exports under that head ex- 
ceeded one million dollars In value AS 
compared with $138.232 In April, 1S97, 
while for the complete fiscal year which 
ends with June the total will be about 
$12,000,000, or & times as much as In 
1S97, 
the earliest year for which a sepa- 
rate record of this trade was made by 
ths Bureau of Statistics 


The growth In exports of typewriting 


machines has been steadily maintained 
during the 15 years covered by the offi- 
cial record. In 1897 the total exporta- 
tion was $1,433.117. In 190J. $3,30.1,191, 
In 1907. $6.274.439, and In 1912, as pre- 
viously stated, will approximate $12 000.- 
000.

Clements is declared by the police 
to have murdered five men.

Is aroused of having shot James Mirk 
ham. May 18, 1902. Markham was a 
mechanic of Sacramento, who resisted 
an 
attempted 
holdup. Clements at 
that time •was but 16 yeara of age 
After the shooting he Joined a crowd 
of citizens who gathered at the police 
station to hear of the tragedy. 


MURDER IN OAKIiAim. 


According to the police, Clements 
killed Patrolman Brown of Oakland 
In September, 1904, while the police- 
man was questioning him about a 
holdup which he had committed a 
few blocks away 
Three days later 
Clements stood on the sidewalk and 
watched the 
Brown 
funeral 
pass. 
Since his last arrest he has boasted 
that he "gave the laugh" to the police 
pallbearers 
who 
accompanied the 
hearse. 
"William H. Newman of Stockton 


was Tdiled January 15 in his saloon 
while Clements waa passing to a rear 
gambling room. 
Clements escaped, 
and 
the 
next 
morning began work with one of his 
roommates, whistling and singing at 
his task, apparently In the best of 
spirits. 
BROUGHT TO BAT. 


Five days later he attempted to hold 
up the James Martin saloon In Sac- 
ramento, and while engaged In a re- 
volver duel with the bartender was 
shot In the arm by the porter, jwho 
procured a shotgun from the rear of 
the saloon. 
After a running fight 
with the police, he was arrested, and 
confessed later to all that he VSould

convicted murderer

his confession to the police he sol' 
that the thrill of his criminal exploit* 
was such that he was Irresistibly 
drawn Into them, despite all that he 
could do to fight against wrongdoing.

be denied a wise and good President who 
shall be needed by the people In time

Here Edmund 
Randolph, a delegate from Virginia, first 
raised the question of a practical dic- 
tatorship through the submission of a 
resolution providing that tna President 
should be elected for six years and should 
be ineligible for re-election 
This reso- 


lution was tentatively adopted, but was 
later replaced by the resolution of Charles 
Finckn»y, from South Carolina, whi<*h 
provided for a four-year term for ffche 
President and said nothing about his

WASHINGTON'S 
ADMINISTRATION. 


The next matter that will be consi'lercd 


by tlxrt pro and tumi-iIxiLu icum a*cn on 
Tuesday will be the administration of 
General George Washington, the "Father 
of His County." 


Washington was tired of the arduous 


duties of Chief Executive even before 
his flrat term elapsed, and announced, 
through correspondence anil con-versa 
tlong, that be would not be a candidate 
for even a sacond election. 


At that time Thomas Jefferson ex- 


pre«sefl himself In thorough accord with 
the views of General Washington and 
placed himself on record against the re- 
eligibility 
of a President for election. 


Popular opinion and pressing political rea- 
sons, however, prevailed and Washington 
accepted a second term at the White 
House. 


At the close of his second term Gen- 


eral Washington steadfastly refused to 
consider a third term and retired to pri- 
vate life, without, however, placing him- 
self squarely on record as ogalnit 
a 


third term for a President, lava by hli 
physical action. In fact, he left a loop- 
hole for the present-day advocates of a 
third term for tho President by saying: 
that "he could see no propriety In pre- 
cluding ourselves from the services of 
any man who, on some great emergency, 
shall be deemed .universally most capable 
of serving th« public," Despite this as- 
sertion Congress, taking his physical ac- 
tion as proof of his desire, passed 
a. 


resolution expressing an earnest wish 
that his example might b« a guide to 
his successors. 


JEFFERSON'S ATTITUDE. 


Jefferson himself was the next to be 


faced with the neceMlty ot deciding upon 
the third term Question. *i» said that 
"should a President consent to' be a 
candidate for a third election, I trust he 
will be rejected on this demonstration 
of ambitious views " 


Andrew Johnson was the third Presi- 


dent to meet the third term ghost, and 
he laid it efteUually l>y urging thu pas- 
sage of a law definitely forbidding 
a 


third term.

Christopher Columbus. The humble red man 
who has given the world scarcely anything 
else has given it this ,one habit, more gen- 
eral than any other. From a few thousand 
American Indians, its only devotees, tobacco 
has. claimed race after race the world rounc 
till now the number of its slaves is but a little 
short of the population of the earth.

the medicine men. Tobacco was used In thi 
first place as an incense to burn before the 
great spirits. The burning of tobacco, was ai 
expression of man's homage to him just a* 
the burning of spices, such as frankincensi 
and myrrh, has been In the orient since tinn 
began.

Tobacco Offering to " Cods." * 


The Indians of North America welcomed 


Sir Francis Drake and his sailors as gods anr~ 


gave them jars of their 


most choice tobacco. The 


medicine men as ths repre- 


sentatives of the gods were 


accustomed to narcotize them- 


selves like the Delphic oracle by 


inhaling the smoke from a fire of 


tobacco leaves. 4'From these trances 


they came to tell of the god. The medi- 


cine .men as healers prescribed for their 


patients a course of smoke, and the sick 
man in turn was sent into a tobacco sleep. 
Gradually the habit spread. The sick man, 
finding himself sick a second time, did not go 
to the medicine man, but bunted up his own 
tobacco. By the time Columbus, came every- 
body, men, women, and children, was *mok> 
ing pipes or crude cigars. 


Strange to relate, about the first use of to- 


bacco in Europe was also as an. Incense. Dur- 
ing a part 'of the seventeenth century tobacco 
was burned in church, together with frankin- 
cense. The first appearance of tobacco on ths 
English stage vrfts la Ben Jonson'f comedy, 
" Every Man to Bis Humor." iu this play 
Capt Bobadil appean smoking a pipe in com- 
pany with others addicted to tbe same prac- 
tice and who are contemptuously styled in ths 
stage directions, " a rout of stinkards."

* Bobadil is made to break out Into the fol- 
lowing flambnoyant praise of his pipe: "Sir, 
believe me on my relation for what I ttH yon 
ths wortd shall not reprove. I have been in 
the Indies when this herb (rows and when 
neither myself nor a dosen gentlemen mon 
of my knowledge have received tbs taste of 
any other nutriment in ths world for the space 
of nine and twenty weeks, but ths fume of this 
simple only. Therefore, It cannot he bat ft 
is most divine. I do bold it and will alarm it 
befon any prince in Europe to be tha most 
aoverelgn and most precious weed that eve* 
the earth tendered to the ass of men."

is fe question difficult to answer. The early settler enjoys such pictures, partly because of the memories,of pioneer days which they awaken, the Oak- 
lander of today, who has seen nothing but the modern aspect of the city, is furnished a surprise when he looks at photographs of the Oakland that was 
—surprise that such changes can be wrought in a few decades. It is not easy for him to realize, for instance, even by glancing at the photographed repro- 
duced on this page of THE TRIBUNE today, that the lower end of Broadway ever looked as it appears in the picture. Oaks on Broadway all the way 
from Seventh to Fourteenth street, and perhaps much further! It is true that the oaks gave the city its name, but the present-day resident almost for- 
gets this, and small wonder, when the oaks are being cut down even in the residence sections.1 The only familiar feature of the photograph of Broadway 
at Seventh street is the car line, which then ended at Seventh. In 1869, as now, the "switch-back" was in use. The shopping and financial business in 
the early days, was transacted in the vicinity of Seventh and Broadway, and it was many yearar before any large number of mercantile firms or profes- 
sional men moved northward.

MANY FACTORS CONTRIBUTE TO 


DEVELOPMENT OF GREATER OAKLAND 


Movements of great importance in the advancement of Oakland during the past few 


days have been the preparations for beginning the deepening of the Key Route Basin, on the 
western waterfront, where city wharves are to be constructed, the testing of ground on the 
site of the proposed city auditorium, and the furtherance of proceedings for the extension of 
Washington street through city hall park, from Fourteenth street to San Pablo avenue. 


Money is in the city treasury for the purchase of the Dunn estate and Charles Camden 


properties at Fifteenth street and San Pablo avenues, to permit the opening of Washington 
street, and as soon as the routine of abstract work is completed the land needed will be pur- 
chased and the buildings torn down, so that the thoroughfare may be extended on a straight 
line. The proceedings are also under way for vacating the old city hall, which is also to be 
demolished to make way for th« opening, A remarkable change will be wrought in the ap- 
rw>rir»ncp of th*« Hfy M! par!: nr.d cun-GunJiugs uy the Washington street extension, the com- 
pletion of the new municipal building following the removal of the old, and the erection of 
the Kahn arcade structure on San Pablo avenue, near Sixteenth street, and at the terminus 
of Washington. 


THE TRIBUNE during the past week devoted sections of two of its regular Issues to 


important development news. One edition gave in detail an account of the 
extraordinary 


building activity in the new retail district west of Broadway, involving an expenditure c* 
nearly one million dollars for the erection of eight modern business structures. Another 
issue was devoted in part to the exploitation of the fanning resources of the State, and com- 
prised the second monthly "Back to the Soil" edition of THE TRIBUNE. 


Tht publication of illustrations of five buildings in the fast-developing new shopping 


section, together with the figures of their cost, and other details, was a revelation even to 
many real estate owners and brokers who had not made a complete survey of the contem- 
plated immYWTnpnK S^wn of fh» o;/rv,f -^'-lurcs p!.ir.;^J «i<, «ucau> uuuei 
construc- 


tion. The buildings are to range in height from three to seven stories and will change the 
appearance of the skyline west of Clay street. All of the structures are to be erected in the 
area bounded by Clay, Castro, Fourteenth and Sixteenth streets, and the cost will be ap- 
proximately $750,000. This sum has been expended on a single skyscraping bank building 
on Broadway, but is a magnificent total for business buildings of ordinary size in a new dis- 
trict, averaging almost 8100,000 for the cost of each structure. 


This unusual amount of building follows the transfer of about $3,000,000 worth of busi- 


ness property in the new retail section, along Fourteenth, Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets, 
west of Broadway.
